‘If not, the accident was as fortuitous 
as: it was calamitous.

‘The Indian Scheduled 


by the Law Ministery, Dr 


New Delhi, Oct. 7. 
Caste’s Federation, led 
B.‘R. Ambedkar, today 


charged the Indian Government with championing 


Communist China's case 


for admission to the 


United Nations at the expense of India’s own 


interests, 


The Federation, which is one of the political 
organisations of the poorer classes of Indians, in- 
cluding the so-called “Untouchables,” made this 
charge in its manifesto for the general elections 


this winter issued at the 


conclusion of .a two-day 


meeting of its executive here. 


Dr Ambediur, who is due to 
fonve .the Cabinet shortly, pre- 
sided over the meeting, 


Champloning the cause of 
Communist China, the manifesto 
said, had been “respongible for 
the prevailing antagonism be- 
tween Indian and America swith 
the result that it hnd ‘become 
impossible for Indla to obtain 
financial ond technical ald 
from America." 


The manifesto | said that In- 
dian foreign: policy had: been 
unable to make a distinctignihe-' 
tween caplialism and parliamen- 
tary democracy. 


“Dislike of . capitalism — is 
understandable,” it sald, “But 
we should take care that we do 
not weaken parliamentary de- 
mocracy and help dictatorship 
to grow.
